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Gentlemen of the Council, o> 
and House of Representatives: ` 


A bill passed by the two houses of the Legislative Assembly, 
entitled “‘An act authorizing volunteer campaigns against any 
tribe of Indians at war with New Moxico,” has been placed 
before me for my approval and signature. I have carefully ex- 
amined this bill, with an anxions desire, on my part, that it 
should become a law, if my own judgment could sanction its 
provisions, but I feel myself constrained to admit that many. of 
its provisions are to my mind highly objectionable. 

The third section provides, that any person desiring to 

make a campaign against any tribe of Indians at war with this 
Territory, shall inform the Governor of his intention, “who 
shall grant the campaign, under the condition required in the 
foregoing section.” The only condition contained in the se- 
cond is, that the party shall not be composed of less than fifty 
men, and if this single condition be complied with, the Govern- 
-or is rendered powerless ; and although bis judgment may pro- 
nounce against the propricty of any such campaign, he would 
be obliged, under the proposed law, to yield his sanction to it. 
> The 4th section provides that the company composing any 
such campaign, shall appoint their commanding officer, and 
such other officers as théy may deem necessary, ‘under whose 
control they shall be.” The act of Congress, establishing a 
Territorial government for New Mexico, generally called the 
Organic Law, makes the Governor commander in chief of the 
militia thereof, yet this bill proposes to give to the commanding 
officer, appointed by those-composing such expedition, the com- 
mand, and deprives the Governor of all control over them 
whatever. The same act of Congress makes it incumbent up- 
on the Governor to commission all officers of the Territory, and 
yet this bill provides no means of informing the Governor who 
has been appointed, so as to enable him to commission them. 

The fifth section grants to the “volunteer campaigns against 
the Indians, all the spoils that may be taken, except the proper- 
ty of the United States, without reserving the rights of those 
from whom the property may have been previously taken by 
ike Indians, and to whom it rightfully and legally belonged, 
which, to my mind, is contrary to every principle of justice. 
It also proposes to dispose of property captured in war, a right 
which belongs alone to the General Government, and cannot 
rightfully be exercised by any other power. 

The seventh section of the bill imposes the penalty of death 
upon any person who shall, whilst engaged in any such cam- 
paign, steal the property of any person of this Territory. Cap- 
ital punishment, for the crime of larceny, is very unusual, and 
has long since been abolished in most, if not all, the States of 
this Union, and is deemed to be more than adequate to the of- 
fence, and whenever this is the case, it will be found difficult to 
get a jury to convict: | 
w The 8th section makes it the duly of justices of the peace and 
probate judges to order the citizens to go in pursuit of any In- 
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dians who way commit depredations, without specifying under 
whos command they shall go, and the act of Congress guaran- 
teeing to the citizen indemnification for property taken by the 
Indians, expressly does so upon condition that there has been 
no “seeking or attempting to obtain private satisfaction or re- 
venge.” Hence, if a citizen who has lost his property refuses 
to go in pursuit, he violates the law of the Territory, and if he 
does go, he forfeits his claim upon the Government of the Uni- 
ted States. 7 

The government of the United States has reserved to itself 
the exclusive right to regulate all Indian affairs within the ter- 
ritories thereof, and the Governor of this Territory is by the or- 
ganic Jaw made Superintendent of Indian affairs for the same. 
He receives his instructions from the proper Department of that 
Government, and from that source alone, which instructions he 
is bound to obey. The bill imposes upon him certain duties 
which may come in conflict with instructions from the proper 
department at Washington, and indicates a policy to be puraued 
towards the Indians of the Territory that may be at variance 
with that which the general government may desire to earry 
out. 

For the foregoing reasons, and many others which could be 
given, I feel it to be my duty to withhold my approval and sig- 
nature from the bill under consideration..

In the discharge of inv official duty, it again becomes proper 
for me to lay before the Legislative. Assembly the condition of 
the Territory, and ċall your attention to such subjects as, in my 
opinion, require legislative action. .I do this with a firm re- 
liance upon your better knowledge and information, to supply 
any omissions upon my part. : | 

I regret ‘extremely to inform you that since the adjournment 
of the last Legislative Assembly, our citizens have ‘suffered 
much from depredations committed by the Indians. Many 
valuable lives have been sacrificed, several of our people borne 
off into captivity, and a large amount of property lost, notwith- 
standing thé efforts made bythe United States troops stationed 
in our Territory, assisted by the militia, to prevent such oc- 
currences. These depredations became so frequent, and the 
prospect for the future so alarming, as to induce the Hon. Wm. 
S. Messervy, then the acting Governor of the Territory, to call 
out a portion of the militia of the counties of San Miguel and 
Rio Arriba, to assist in protecting the frontiers. But 1 am 
sorry to inform you that for the want of arms, ammunition, 
and other equipments, the militia had: but little opportunity of 
rendering much valuable service; and I am equally sorry to 
say that the officers in command have reported to the Execu- 
tive, that in some instances portions of the militia ordered out 
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refused to obey T call and assist in protecting tlie lives and 
property of the community. 

It often happens that the militia are called upon to render 
service at times when many cannot leave their homes without 
inconveniencs and great sacrifice; and I would, therefore, 
recommend that the Governor be authorized by law to receive 
volunteers into the service when an emergency shall arise, in- 
stead of calling ont the militia. The reasons for this recom- 
_mendation are obvious, and hence only one will be assigned, as 
that alone is deemed adequate. If volunteers are called for, 
such men will enter the service as can leave their homes con- 
veniently, and having entered the service of their country will- 
ingly, cheerfully, and ‘of théir own accord, they will-be more 
likely. to render good service than those who.may be forced te 
fight by compulsion, and at times when their presence may be 
absolutely necessary ‘at home. Little doubt is entertained that 
a sufficient number of good men would respond to the call of 
their conntry, whenever necessary, to meet any provani con- 
tingency which may arise. 

It is a matter of deep regret that I should be compelled to 
call attention to the fact of individials having engaged in trade 
with the Indians, and in some instances selling them powder 
and lead, whilst occupying a hostile attitude towards us. With- 
out strong evidence of the fact, it would be difficult to bring the 
mind to believe, that whilst the community generally were en- 
gaged in hostilities, and a portion in a deadly struggle to pro- 
tect their lives and property from the ruthless savages, individ- 
uals could be’ found capable of supplying the gavage foe 
with the means of prosecuting hostilities. This is a matter de- 
manding prompt atten'ion at the hands of the representatives, 
of the- people, and severe penalties should be imposed to provens 
_ @ repetition and punish future offenders. 

-I would reeommend that a memorial be presented to Congress, 

requesting that honorable. body to authorize a loan of five hun- 

dred stand òf.arms, for the use of the volunteers when assisting 

k the defense of our fr ontiers against the: incursions of the In- 
ians. 

I am happy to bava it in my power to inform you that the 
long disputed question ot boundary between this Territory and 
the State ať Chihuahua has been amicably settled by the gov- 
ernments of the United States and Mexico, and that the treaty 
recently concluded between the two republics, and the act of the 
Congress of thé United States, confirm to this Territory the 
Mesilla valley, together with ‘about fifeen thousand square 
miles of land in addition thereto. This may render it necessary 
and proper that- the newly acqnired ‘territory should be erected 
into one or more new counties, or be added to some other 
county or counties already established. I call your attention to 
the subject that it may be disposcd of as you may deem most 
expedient, and invite your early attention to it. 

Experience only serves to confiim the opinion expressed by 
mein my annual .messaye to ¢be Legislative Assembly at the 
last session, in relation to the propricty of creating a revenue 
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sufficient to pay the ordinary expenses of the territorial govern- 
ment, as fast as they fall due; and for the reasons which sug- 

estea themselves to my mind in favor of such a measure, I beg 
eave to refer you to that message: It-is true that the Congress 
of the. United States; at its lest session, among many laws, 
‘highly beneficial to New Mexico, passed two which materially 
affect our financial condition, and will render an immediate re- 
sort to taxation less necessary. I allude to the att of Congress 
authorizing the Secretary of the Territory to pay to Juan O. 
Armijo, José: L Peres, and James: L: Collins, the amount due 
them respectively, for money Joaned tó the Territory under a 
joint resolution approved June 17th, 1851; and the act author- 
izing the See. of War to pay the civil officers of the Territory | 
employed under the military government, the salaries die to 
them from September 22d, 71846, to March’ 8d, 1851;-and to 
authorize the payment of $12,098 64 to the Territory of New 
Mexico, for advancements made in part payment of said sala- 
ries; These two acts of Congress will entirely relieve the Ter. 
ritory from debt, and there will.be a surplus in the treasury 
when that is accomplished ; but unless additional revenue be 
created, this surplus will’soon be exhausted, and the treasury 
will again be without funds to mect the demands upon it. | 


The last mertioned act authorizes the payment of this $12,- 


098 64 to such agent as may be appointed to receive the same, 
and I would récommend that the appointment of such an agent 
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be autusrized by law at an.early day, so as to render this fund 
available as soon as practicable. re ar 


It will become the duty of the Legislative..Assembly, at itë 
present session, to apportion the representation. in the Council 
and House of Representatives among the several counties and 
districts of the Territory; and the organic law provides that 
this apportionment shall be made according: to the population, 
Indeed this is the only correct mode of making such. apportion- 
. ment, aod yet I find no law upon. the statute books authorizing 

or requiring a census or enumeration to bë made upon - which: . 
to base such apportionment. ‘I would, therefore, reconimetid 
that this omission be supplied by the enactment-of a law requié 
ring such a ccnsus to be taken every two years ;. otherwisé 
great injustice may be done to some ot the counties, in making 
such apportionment. In view of the absence of proper: data 
‘pon which to base an apportionment, I take the liberty of sta- 
ting the amount of population in each county of the lerritory, 
ao to the census taken by the United States Marshal in

I would again call the attention of the Legislative Assembly 
to the cause of education, and refer you to my. Jast annual 
message for the reasons which suggested themselves to my 
mind, in favor of a general diffusion of knowledge, and the 
culture of the mind, among the masses of our population. 
There is no subject whatever, of more vital importance than 
this, nor one more imperiously demanding the enlightened at- 
tention of the Legislative Assembly. It is one in which the 
entire community, both individually and collectively, are deep- 
ly interested, and upon which much of its iuture welfare and 
prosperity is dependent. 3 5 ts 
_ In this connection I would call your attention to the fact that 
there are a number of school books now in the possession of the 
Secretary of the Territory, and respecttully recommend that this 
officer be authorized to distribute them to the several schools 
now in operation. One of the greatest difficulties with which 
the eause of education has to contend, is the scarcity of books, 
and I know of no more profitable manner of disposing of those 
on hand, than the one suggested. | 

Liberal appropriations having been made by Congress, and 
the money placed in an available position, for the completion of 
the Capitol buildings and the erection of a penitentiary in the 
Territory, every necessary arrangement will be made to com- 
ménce operations upon those two edifices at as early a day as 
practicable, so as to secure their completion in the shortest pos- 
sible time. And as persons convicted of crime are now retained 
in jail at a heavy cost to {he counties or Territory, and liable to 
make their escape with great facility, owing to the want ot good 
and sufficient jails for their retention, I would respectfully re- 
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commend the passage of a law directing: the employment of 
convicts upon the two public buildings alluded to. If this be 
done, the convicts can be kep* in greater security, whilst their 
labo: will pay the cost of their feeding and safe custody. = 

At the last session of the Conzress of the United States, that 
Honorable body responded to the memorials of the Legislative 
Assemb!y, asking for the improvement of the road from Santa 
Fé to Taos, and trying the experiment of boring an Artesian 
Well on the great jornada between. Fray Cristobal and Robledo, 
by making an appropriation of twenty thousand dollars for the 
first object, and twelve thousand for the second. And I would 
‘suggest the propriety of your memorializing Congress, at the . 
earliest practicable day of the session, in favor of an appropria- 
tion for the improvement of the road from Fort Union to Santa 
Fé. This is one of the most important roads in the Territory; | 
a road over which the mail from Independence to Santa Fé 
must necessarily pass, ‘leading too, from the head quarters of 
the General commanding this military department, to one of the 
most important military posts in the department; and one over 
which all of the merchandize and military stores: directed for. 
Santa Fé, and points north of it, must be transported. It be- 
comes a matter of great importance to every interest to keep it 
in repair, but as there is not sufficient population along the 
course of the road or contiguous to it, to accomplish this desi- 
rable end, hence this great thoroughfare has become almost im- ` 
passable. _ Be age RSA 

I would again call attention to the condition of the jails of 
the Territory, and earnestly recommend that provision be made 
for feeding the prisoners confined in them. ithout good and 
suficient jails for the safe custody of persons arrested for the 
commission of crime, it is impossible to enforce the laws and 
punish offenders ; and for the want of adequate provisions for 
feeding the prisoners, several of the county sheriffs have expen- 
ded for that object portions ‘of the revenue collected for other 
purposes, and belonging to the territorial treasury. The last’ 
year’s experience feaches us, that in a majority of the cases of 
imprisonment where there is a strong probability of conviction © 
the prisoners make their escape before trial ; indeed such is the 
facility of escaping, that the penal laws remain almost a dead’: 
letter upon the statute book, Your earnest attention is invited 
i this subject and a hope cherished that the evil will be reme- 

ied. 

I have- felt myself constrained to withhold my approval and. 
signature from four bills and one joint resolution passed at the 
last session of the Legislative Assembly, of the following titles, 
viz: : 

“An act regulating the form of executions, &., - 

An act amending the revenue laws in Kearny Code, 

An act increasing the jurisdiction of Probate Judges, 

a act to prevent sheep and goats passing over cultivated 
ands, 

A joint resolution without any title. 

My objection to the first two is, that they contain no enacting 
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clause ; the. titles to the bills are set forth, but the power and 
authority by which they were enacted is omitted, and hence they 
could have no binding effuct as laws. My objection to the-third 
is, that it is iy digested; not definite in its terms, and sus- 
ceptible of different constrictions. My objections to the fourth 
are, that it gives to the probate judges jurisdiction to hear and 
determine all controversies whatsoever, inclading titles to lands, 
where the amount in controversy does not exceed three hundred 
dollars, and; establish such regulations as they may deem proper 
to, prevent trespasses, | 

J. doubt very much the propriety of granting to probate jadges 
jurisdiction over the land titles of the Territory, even to this 
limited extent. Where the home. of the citizen is in contro- 
versy, his. title to that home should.be adjudicated upon by a 
court of a higher authority than a Probate court. And I also 
donbt the propriety and power to delegate to probate judges 
authority to, establish, snch rules: and regulations, as any one of 
them may. deem proper to prevent animals trom trespassing on 
fields, &c.. The laws of the Territory should be uniform in the 
several.counties, yet it this power be granted, different. rules of 
Jaw may exist, and different penalties be imposed: for the same 
oifence, in. gach. and every county,” | 

My objections to the joint resolution are manifold and in- 
superabie.. It proposes to review and put in force ia this Terri- 
tory, the old ordinances and Jaws of Spain which were in force 
in the Mexican Republic at the date of the ratification of the 
treaty of peace (Guadalupe Hidalgo) between. that government 
and the Ù nited States. . These ordinances and Jaws embrace 
several hundred pages of printed maticr, and veiy few. copies 
are to be found in our country at this time; yet it is proposed 
to:revive and put them ju force here, as the laws of the land, 
without, embodying them in the statute, so as to enable our citi- 
zens to. ascertain what provisions are contained therein. ‘Lhis 
is.proposed to be done by a joint resolution of the Legislative 
Assembly, merely referring to them as ordinances and laws in 
foree at the. date of the ratification of the treaty referred to.— 
From the scarcity and.difficulty of procuring copies of these or- 
dinances.and laws at this time, comparatively speaking few of 
our, citizens can be presumed to know their provisions, and itis 
deemed to,be bad policy to have any Jaws in force which are 
not accessible to all. In addition to. this, the ordinances and 
laws sought to be revived, contain many provisions and create 
many, offices and. tribunals-entirely inconsistent and at war with 
the.principles and genius of the present ¢o0.ernment. 

The foregoing bills and, joint resolution were presented for 
my approval at the elose of the Jast session of the Legislative 
Assembly, without sufficient time being allowed me. to return 
them with my objections, before the final adjournment of that 
body. And although there is no law requiring the Governor 
to return a bill with his objections, which does not meet his 
approval, respect for the Legislative Assembly would prompt 
me to do so v time will admit of this being done, with 
due consideran. 
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I herewith transmit to the Legislative Assembly, the dannnal 
reports of the Auditor and Treasurer of the Territory, for the 
fiscal year ending on the 15th of November. last, by which it 
appears that the total amount received into the treagury during 
that year was $4,582 76, and the amount of payments made 
during the same period was (4,772 389, whilst the ontstanding 
and unpaid warrants amount to $3242 22, leaving this amount 
unprovided for. ‘ | . 

When the sum of $.2,098 64, before alluded to, as having 
been appropriated by Congress to the Territory, is received inte 
the treasury, there will be a surp!ns unexpented, amounting to 
$8,856 44, and I would respectiully recommend that this sum 
be appropriated to the payment of the. militia called into the 
service during the last spring and summer to assist in repelling 
Indian incursions. There is no doubt that the Government of 
the United States will eventually pay these men, and still Jess ` 
doubt that Congress will make an appropriation to reimburse 
the amount, if paid by the Territory ; and as many of those who - 
were thus called from their homes, at an unseasonable time, for 
the general good, are poor and need their pay, and as it may be 
@ year or more before the subject can be finally acted upon by 
Congress, and as this surplus is not wanted at the present time 
for immediate usa, I would recommend -that it be employed in 
the manner indicated ; for there is no man who more richly de- 
serves to be paid promptly, than he who fizhts the battles of his 
country. 

1 would also recommend that a memorial be transmitted to 
the Congress of the United States, relative to property taken 
and destroyed by the Indians of this Terrigory, and asking that 
an appropr ation may be made to indemnify our citizens for 
such losses. The 17ih section of the act approved June 30th, 
1834, guarantces to every citizen and inhabitant of the United 
States, indemnification for all such losses, but no appropriation 
has been made by Congress to enable the commissioner of Indi- 
an affairs to Jiquidate and pay tothe injured parties the amounts 
severally dne them. Both the Legislative and Executive de- 
partments of the general government are pledged, by a solemn 
act of Congress, to pay sucu claims, wien properly presented , 
many have recently been presented, and there can be no doubt 
ofan appropriation being made, wherever the subject is prop- 
erly presented for the consideration of Congress. The magni- 
tude of the claims already presented, is by no means inconsi- 
derable, many of our citizens are deeply interested ın them; and 
I know of no more appropriate plan of arresting the attention 
of Congress to the subject ihan the one suggested. 

I have recently been informed of the release from captivity of 
two Mexican boys, named Domingo Benavides and Pedro Mi- 
guel Gonzalez, who were captured last spring by Cheyenne In- 
dians, in the vicinity of Anton Chico These captives were ta- 
ken to the east side of the Arkansas River, and procured their 
release through General Whitfield, Indian Agent for the Ter- 
Titory of Nebraska, at some cost to himself, which should be 
refunded. I therefor: recomiucud that the Legislative Assem- 
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bly make an appropriation sufficient to pay the.cost of the re- 
lease and restoring these, together with such other captives as 
may be released, to their homes add families. These two little 
boys are now at Westport, in the State of Missouri, where 
they will be well taken care of until they can be sent to this 
Territory. General Whitfield informs me, by letter, that they 
are held subject to my order, and I have directed them to be 
sent to their, homes by the first train leaving that place for this - 
Teiritory, not duubting that the Legislative Assembly would 


provide for the payment of the cost. —

Several payments having been made into, as well as out of, 
the treasury since the date to which thé annual reports of the 
auditor and treasurer refer, which materially- change the condi- 
tion of the finances of the Territory as exhibited by%the reports:. 
referred to, and my late message to tha Legislative Assembly ; 
and being desirous that you should be fully apprized of the true 
condition of the public finances up to the latest date, I herewith 
transmit .a supplemental report of the auditor of public accounts, 
this day presented to me. It will be seen by reference to this 
report, that the total amount paid into the treasury, from all 
sources, from the 15th day of November, 1853, up to, and inclu- 
ding the 9th day of December, 1854, is $7,182 383, and the to- 
tal amount paid out of the treasurygduring the same period was 
$6,902 84, leaving a balance on hand and unexpended at the 
date last referred to, amounting to $229 40, whilst the outstan- 
ding and unpaid warrants already issued, amount to $1,962 07. 
Deducting then thé amount of money remaining in the treasury 
from the amount of unpaid warrants, and the balance remaining 
will be found to be $1,732 58 to be provided for, which is the 
total indebtedness of the Territory. 

In this connection I would beg leave tò suggest the propriety 
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of requiring by law that the traasurer shall cancel all -warrants 
paid by him, immediately after their payment, and that within . 
ten days after the approval of the act recommended. and between 
the ifteenth and twentieth days of November in each and every 
year thereafter, the treasurer shall exhibit to the auditor, in the 
presence of the Governor, the original warrants paid by him, of 
which two complete discriptive l' ists should be made, one to be 
filed in the Secretary’s office, and the otber recorded by the au- 
_ditor in his office; and the warrants should be burned in the 
presence of the treasurer, auditor, and Governor | 

-I would also beg leave to inform you, that their is probably 

some mistake as to the information given to you in my late an-' 
nual message, relative tu the passage of an act by Congress ap- 
propriating $12,098 63 for the benefit of the Territory. "I found 
such a provision, in the act referred to, as published in one or 
more newspapers authorized to print the laws of the general 
government, and hence presumed there could be no mistake 
“about it; but since the printing aud delivery of my message, the 
pamphlet edition of the statutes at large bas come to my ‘hands, 
and upon a close examination, | find “the provision reterred to, 
omitted. Hence it is deemed unsafe to make. appropriations 
with the expectation of their being paid out of the fund alluded 
to. 

I also call attention to the first section of an act of the Legis- 
lative Assembly, approved July 12th, 1851, entitled “An act to 
raise a revenue by means of a license tax, which is in -the fol- 
lowing words: 

“That the 11th, 12th, 13th, and 17th sections of Order No. 
10, as heretofore exietinc: be and the same are hereby made the 
law of the land, with the exceptions hereinatter provided. aaa 

Then follow thee exceptions. These Orders are not'to be found 
in the statute books, nor have I been able to find a copy else- 
where; yet they are to be revarded asthe law of the land. ‘Also 
to. the 1st section of a law in the Kearney Code, entitled “Ad- 
. ministrations,’: which is in the following words: 

“The law heretofore in force concerning descents, distribu- 
tions, wills.and testaments, as contained in “the treatise on these 
subjects, written by Pe dro Murillo de Lorde, shall remain in 
force so far as they are in conformity with the. constitution of the 
United States, and the state laws in force for the time being.” 

The question ‘presents itself as to the propriety of leaving the 
aw upon two such important subjects so indetinite and ambi- 
guous, and I respectfall y submit, that it would be better to de- 
clare, by special] statute, what shall be the law, that every citie 
- Zen, knowing, may defend and: protect his rights. 

I would al Īso call aftention to the attachment law, which, in 
my opinion, requires revision and amendment, When the de- 
mand amounts to fifty dollars or over that sum, the person 
w'shing to sue out an attachment is reqnired to do so in the 
office of the clerk of the ci-cuit court; there is but one such 
clerk for each judicial districi, hence citizens of the county of 
Dofia Ana must travel from his home to the town of Socorro, 


where the clerk of the district resides, to obtain an altachraent 
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àgainst the: preperty of an absconding debtor. This imposes 


creat hardships against such creditors, and may often enable the 
debtor to remove his- property from the jurisdiction of our 
laws, before the proper process can be obtained and executed. 

As are medy I would sugzest the propriety of authorizing the 
several probate courts to issue attachments under the same 
rales and regulations required by Jaw, where attachments are 


‘issued by clerks of the circuit cour ts, fo: be made returnable þe- 


fore the proper circuit court. 

I would also recommend the enact eni of a law requiring all 
officers who have received public books.to turn them over to 
their successors in office, otherwise it will be impracticable for 
the Secretary to supply new officers me such books as the law 
requires. 

. I have deemed it proper to call the attention of the Legisla- 
tive Assemb! y to.the foregoing matters, because a suitable per- 
son nas recently been appointed, under the provisions of the act 
of the last session, to arrange, revise and correct the laws of the 
Territory, and codily thesame in one volume, and it is desira- 
ble to have this work as complete as praz aticable. |

FOR THE 


HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF NEW MEXICO, 


OF THE DUTY OF THE SPEAKER: | 


1. He shall take the chair every day precisely at the hour to 
which the House shall have adjourned on the preceding day; 


shall immediately call the members to order; and, on the ap- 


pearance of the majority, shall cause the journal of the preceding 
. day to be read. oS 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum; may speak as to 
points of order in preference to other members, rising ftom his 
seat for that purpose. and shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal to the House by any two members, on 
which appeal. no member shall speak more than once, unless by 
leave of the house. 
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3. Ife shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting. 

4, Questions shall be distinctly put in this form, to wit, tas 
many as are of the opinion that (as the case or question may 
be) say ay.” and after the affirmation is expressed,—‘tas many 
as are of the contrary opinion, say no.” Tithe speaker doubts, 
or a division be called for, the House shall divide; those in the 
affirmative on the queslion shall fistwise from their seats; and 
after wards those in the negative. Ifthe Speaker still doubts, 
or a count be reqnired, the Speaker shall direct the clerk to tell 
the votes, which being reported, he shall rise and state the de- 

cision ef the house. l ° 


5. The Speaker shall.examine and correct the journal before 


it is read; he shall have a general direction of the hall; he 
shall have the right to name any member in the absence-of the 
speaker pro tem., to perform the duties of the char, but such 
substitution shall not extend bevond an adjournment. 

6. All committees shall be appojuted by the Speaker, unless 
Otherwise directed by the heuse, in which case they shall 
be appointed by ballot; and if upon such ballot, the member re- 
quired shall not be elected by a majority of the votes given, the 
House shall proceed to a second ballot, in which a plurality of 
votes shall prevail;.and in case a greater number than is re- 
quired to compose or. complete a committee shall have an equal

T. In allother cases of ballot than for committees, a majority 
of the votes given shai] be necessary to an election: and where 
there shall be ro such majority on the first ballot, the ballot 
shall be repeated until a majority shall be obtained. 

8. In cases of ballot, or when the ayes and noes shall be 
taken by the bouse, the Speaker shall vote;-in other cases he 
shall not vote unless the House is equally divided, or unless bis 
vote, if given to the minosity, will make the division equal, and 
in case.of such equal division, the question shall be lost. 

9. In all cases where other than members ofthe House may 
be elligible to an office by the election of the House, there shall 
be a previons nomination. 

10. -All acts, addresses, and joint resolutions shall be signed 
by the Speaker ; and ail writs, wartanls and subpeenas issued by 
order of the liouze shall be under his haud, and attested by 
the clerk. 

11. .In case of any distnrbance or disorderly conduct in the 
galleries or Jobby, or other place in hearing of the Honse, the 
Speaker, or chaiiman of the committee of the whole house, 
shall have power to order ‘he same to be cleared, or the arrest 
of the disorderly pe:sons ; ‘and in all such cases, the offender 
may be brought before the bar of ihe house, and punished by 


fine or imprisonment, of both, at the discretion of the house ;_ 


and all such sentences shall be executed by the sergeant at-arms, 
under the direction of the Speaker. 

12. Stenographers wishing to take down the debates may be
